container. The container question is
not definitely settled as vet. Each
agent-in marketing has been furnish-
ed with a list of container manufac-
tprers in his state. County agents
and growers should communicate
with the state agent.
Sweet potatoes are shipped to mar-
ket in barrels, crates, hampers, round
- stave baskets, and in bulk. Without
question the type of shipping contain-
¢r that is used has appreciable influ-
ence in sectring fopnotch prices for
the grower. Containers must carTy
well, ventilate properly, and present a
neat appearance. Strong packages
of such construction as to secure pro-
per ventilation cut down railroad
claims to 2 minimum, and attractive
containers aid in the sale of the con-
tents. Fewer styles of containers
and better containers are an advan-
tage alike to grower, shipper, carrier
and public. Too many sizes, with va-
riation in size barely distinguishable
to the eye, lead to misunderstandings

and oftentimes foster deceit.
The legal weight of a hushel
sweet potatoes varies from 46 pounds
in the Dakotas to 60 pounds in Mary-
land. In thirteen states the legal
weight of a bushel is 50 pounds, and
in six states 55 pounds. consequently

|weight. The United States Depart-

ment of Agriculture rccognizes the
volume of 2150.42 cubic inches and
its multiples and sub-divisions. Due

to this variation in legal weight per

bushel, as well as to variations in size, |

it is neither feasible nor desirable to
attempt to standardize o weight
bushel, that is, 2 container holding a
bushel of sweet potatoes by weight.

The.cost of 2 container is a con-
tributing factor to its successful in-
troduction. Cost, however, should
never be sacrificed if it results in the
manufacture of a weak or frail pack-
age that will not carry to market.
When prices are high a small con-
tainer can be used to advantage, when
low, a relatively larger package.

The TUnited States Bureau of Mar-
kets favors the use of containers for
sweet potatoes holding either one
bushel or one and a half bushels
standard dry measure, with the elim-
ination of all intervening sizes. The
bushel crate, hamper and round bas-
ket are already in commun use. The
first has an orange box head and 17
inch slats.
